Still surrounded by water, 
their outlook, even with such aid as may be

Wo wre not disposed tu he tao captions 
about the new Chinese Restriction bill, 
thongh it umy set enbody every feature 
which we might wish therein incorporated, 
As approved by the’ California delegation it 
was in some respects better than in tho 
form reported to the Senaty, with: the 
changes inspired by philanthropic and not 
yery well informed members from the 
Eastern States, Still it is a great improve-. 
ment ou the present law, which has proved 
oo ineflicient, and if the New York Zimes is 
to be beliaved, it-will, if passed, shave tho 
popular effect of compelling the Americans 
to do their own washing. Wo should have 
no purticular objection to this, for if we 
wore brought back to te Jaundresses and. 
Inundry appliances of 35 years ago—that is 
to say, before the Chinese invasion com- 
menced—woe might still succeed in main- 
taining our reputation as aclean aid whole- 
sume people, poe 

Tho new bill ondeavars to obviate the 
difficulties of the present law by requiring 
overy Chinaman, other than laborer, who 
intends to come ‘to the Cnited States, to ba 
identified thoroughly by the Chineso Gov- 
ornment or the Government of which he 
happens at the time tv boasubject. The 
identifiontion must take tho form of a cer- 
tifcate in which the namo'of tho intending’ 
emigrant is written, together with his age, 
his family, his uccupation and a description
